41. An apparatus for accepting streamed media packets sent from a 
Internet content provider and converting said streamed media packets to a pulse 
code modula ed (PCM) signal stream, said apparatus comprising: 

a circuit-switched line interface for receiving a request for a specified 
media content available from said Internet content provider; 
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a service/control module coupled with said circuit-switched line interface, 
said service coitrol module operable to solicit, accept and process said request 
from a client user over a circuit-switched network; 

a session control module coupled to said service control module and 
coupled to an nterface to the Internet, said session control module operable to 
establish a sission with said Internet content provider for the purposes of 
streamed media packets from said Internet content provider; and 
translation module coupled to said interface to the Internet, said 
media translation device operable to decode said streamed media packets and 
translate said decoded streamed media packets into said PCM signal stream. 

42. / The apparatus of claim 41 wherein said PCM signal stream is 
launched oier said circuit-switched line interface for delivery to said client user 
via said circuit-switched network. 

43. 1 The apparatus of claim 41 wherein said PCM signal stream is 
launched over said circuit-switched line interface to a plurality of client users. 

44) The apparatus of claim 43 wherein said PCM signal stream is cell 
casted to said pluarality of client users. 

45. The method of claim 1 further comprising the step of: 
ionverting said request, utilizing an audio session gateway protocol, into 
a format recognizable by said content provider. 



46. The method of claim 1 further comprising the step of: 
cell casting said PCM signal stream over a plurality of circuit-switched 
connections.
